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TO THE PROFESSION. 



No changes have taken place in the Faculty since the issue of our last 
Annual Announcement, but the completion of the College building has 
afforded an opportunity for adding much to the Museum of the College, 
and consequently to the means of illustration in the several departments 
of instruction. 

The Mercy and Marine Hospitals, will continue fully accessible to the 
Hospital Class ; and Clinical instruction will be given daily throughout the 
College term, by Professors Brainard and Davis. An attempt has been 
made, by interested parties, to depreciate the value of Hospital Clinical 
instruction ; and to create the impression, that the attendance on such in- 
struction, during the ordinary College term, was more an idle form than a 
privilege of practical value. So far as the objections urged are applied to 
that mode of Clinical instruction, by which, large numbers of Students 
are taken together, twice a week, into the amphitheatre of a Hospital- 
there to sit, as if in a Lecture-room, and witness surgical operations and 
the examinations of Patients ;— they have, at least, a show of truth. But 
such is not the method pursued in connection with this School. On the 
contrary, an hour is set apart for Clinical instruction every morning before 
the commencement of the daily lectures in the College. 

During the hour, the Professors of Surgery and Practical Medicine, are 
in attendance, in their respective wards,— and a certain division of the Hos- 
pital class accompanies each ; and the instruction, in modes of examination, 
diagnosis, treatment, &c, is given, directly, at the bed-side of the patient,' 
where each Student can examine the patient, individually; and practice 
auscultation and percussion, whenever the nature of the case requires it. 
By thus occupying the medical and surgical wards at the same time, and 
devoting an hour, each morning in the week, we are enabled to so divide 
the Hospital class, that the number in attendance, in the same ward, at 
any one time, is not too great for full and detailed instruction, directly at 
the bed-side of the sick. We have pursued this course during the last four 
years ; and with so much satisfaction, that out of an average class of 115 
Students, 75 have taken the Hospital Ticket ; and have been as punctual 
in their attendance in the wards, up to the last day of the term, as on any 
part of the College Course. Practitioners and Students will thus per- 
ceive that we are enabled to give them opportunities for Clinical instruc- 
tion fully equal to the best schools on this side of the Atlantic. But, 



while we spare neither time nor labor in availing ourselves of those hospi- 
tal facilities necessary to make our School eminently practical in all the 
details of Medicine and Surgery, there is also every possible facility 
afforded in the more elementary departments. In the Anatomical depart- 
ment the Material for dissection is fully equal to the wants of the class. 

The Demonstrator will attend in the dissection room to give personal 
instruction at all suitable hours, and will make this department second in 
interest and importance to no other in the School; while the separation of 
Physiology from the Chair of Anatomy, will give to Professor Freer both 
the time and means for rendering the course on Descriptive Anatomy 
unusually complete. 

By filling again the Chair of Physiology and Pathology, we not only 
secure, in the long experience and high attainments of Professor Herrick, 
full justice to those important topics, but the Professor of Practical Medi- 
cine is relieved from those extra duties which have heretofore absorbed 
three or four of die first weeks of each Session ; and which will enable 
him to devote still more attention to Physical Diagnosis and the details of 
Practical Medicine. In the departments of Chemistry, Materia Medica, 
and Obstetrics, the most full and ample? facilities for instruction are 
provided. 

Professor Blaney's Labratory is well known to be one of the best in 
the country; and his Course embraces the relations of Chemistry to Toxi- 
cology, Pharmacy and Physiology. 

In the Course on Surgery it will be the object of Professor Brainard to 
reduce his teaching and practice to the greatest degree of simplicity and 
uniformity consistent with fullness and completeness. Particularly 
will this end be aimed at in the use and application of those instruments 
and apparatus which, in recent times, constitute so large a Surgical 
Armory, but which are regarded as useless, and involving unnecessary 
expense. Surgical Anatomy and Surgical Pathology will be fully dwelt 
upon ; and all operations and dressings shown upon the dead, and most 
of them, in addition, upon the living subjects, either in the College or 
Hospital Course. 

The action of animal poisons and their antidotes, the effects of air in t he 
veins, etc., will be illustrated by experiments before the class, on living 
animals, in all cases where this method of teaching can be properly 
employed. 



COMMENCEMENT OF THE TERM. 



The Annual Course or Lectures, for the session of 1856—57, will 
commence on Monday the 3d of November, and continue sixteen weeks. 

It is very desirable that every student should be present on the first 
day of the Session, that he may have the instruction in each department 
in its completeness and natural order; there being but one general intro- 
duction, which will be given on the first day of the course. 

The Dissection Boom in the College will be opened, and the Clinical 
Lectures in the Hospital commenced on the first Tuesday of October, and 
will be regularly attended from that time to the end of the College term. 



REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION. 



The following are the requisitions for the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine, viz: 

1st. The candidate must be twenty-one years of age, and give satisfac- 
tory evidence of possessing a good moral character. 

2nd. He must have pursued the study of medicine three years, and 
attended at least two courses of lectures, the last of which must be in this 
Institution. Four years of regular and continued practice will be con- 
sidered equivalent to one course of lectures. 

3rd. He must have taken the Dissecting and Hospital Tickets during, at 
least, one College term. 

4th. He must notify the Secretary of the Faculty of his intention to 
become a candidate, and deliver to him a thesis on some medical subject, 
written by himself, on or before the 1st of Februaiy, and at the same 
time deposit the graduation fee, which, together with the thesis, will be 
returned to him in case of withdrawal or rejection. 

5th. Every candidate must undergo a full and satisfactory examination 
on all branches taught in the College. 

6th. Graduates of other respectable schools oi medicine will be entitled 
to an ad eundum degree, by passing a satisfactory examination, paying the 
graduation fee, and giving evidence of a good moral and professional 
character.

Colleges, will be permitted to attend the whole, or any part of the courses 
of Lectures, by calling on the Secretary and procuring the Matriculation 
Ticket.

Among 
those most in use are the following, viz: Richardson 1 s and Wilson's works 
on Human Anatomy ; Carpenters and Kirk's and Paget's on Physiology;

Chemistry, Churchill's, Meigs' and Ramsbothams works on Midwifery ; 
Druitt's Surgery, and Wood's Practice, or Bell and Stokes' Practice. A 
good assortment of Medical Books and Surgical Instruments can always 
be found in this city.
